Mrs. Brewer: Cream Strawberry 

Jelly.—Take one qt of fresh straw¬ 
berries, save enough to garnish the 
dish.

At the end of the 14 hour day, 
he, and his valiant little 22-42 separ¬ 
ator and teamsters would have 2500 
bushels to their credit, which grain 
charged at 12cts. a bushel to the 
farmer would net the thresherman 
$300 for one days work!

Therefore let us slide down to 10 
bushels per acre. This time we get 
1250 bushels. This Mr. Editor may 
be coming closer to the valiant out¬ 
fit’s capacity, but I still beg leave to 
have my doubts. For one reason the
